Home, Oct. 12.—The 
approaching 
landing of troops is impatiently await­ 
ed The sailors on shore are beginning 
to experience exhaustion from being 
on duty practically night and day. 
One thousapd sa I lots in the six days 
since they landed have constructed 
temporary fortifications to protect the 
important points of the town, while 
along the harbor they have built tem ­ 
poral y landing 
stages to iacilitate 
disembarkment of the troops. 
The ministry of public works is pre* 
paring a plan to revive the commerce 
and industry of Tripoli. 
The war office is studying organi­ 
zation of the permanent body of co­ 
lonial troops which Italy will require 
when the war is ended. 
For several 
years the garrison of Tripoli will lie 
composed wholly of Italians because 
of the B ar that there might be disaf- 
•ctIon among natives employed. 
llassund Karainanli is now mayor 
of Tripoli by decree of King Victor 
Emmanuel 
From the advices it would appear 
that Munhir Pasha, commander of the 
Turkish garrison, together with his 
staff, trusted until the last moment 
that 
they would receive 
reinforce­ 
ments, and then retreated before the 
Italian guns. Munhir is gathering his 
forces iu the Ghurlan hills, to which 
he retired. 
It seems to be the intention of the 
Turkish 
commander to resist 
the 
Italians as long as possible, but lf he 
is not reinforced to gradually retire, 
following the Ghurian range, until he 
reaches the frontier of Tunis, which 
his fortes wilt cross rather than fall 
into the hands of the Italians.

Assassinate Their Commander, Burn 


Barracks and Join In Battle Against 


Loyal Troops. 


Man Kow', China, Oct. 12.—The rev- 
olntiouarit-K have won a notable vic­ 
tory, gaining ponaeBslon of the city of 
Wu Chang alter a battle 
with 
the 
loyal troops. 
The mob at first attacked the vice- 
iov’s yamen with bombs. At the same 
time fires were started in various por­ 
tions of the < tty. There was continu­ 
um- fighting in the streets, and many 
arrests were made. Several of those 
arrested were beheaded. 
Finally the regular troops joined the 
revolutionaries. 
They 
assassinated 
their 
commander. 
General 
Chang 
Piao, and hurtled their barracks. They 
also burne I the yamen of the viceroy, 
as wel las,those of other officers. 
The viceroy (-scaped and took refuge 
in a foreign gunboat in the Yangtse 
Kiang. The loyal troops fled across 
the river, followed by the bullets of 
the insurgents. A fugitive colonel of 
the Chinese army says that the entire 
provincial army of Hu-Peh with the 
exception of two or three thousand 
men, mutinied. 
The proclamation of the revolution­ 
ary committee threatened with decapi­ 
tation anyone who assaulted a foreign­ 
er. The movement alms at the over­ 
throw of the Manchus, the reigning 
dynasty. 


Missionaries Are Safe. 
The 
foreign 
residents, 
including 
twenty Ave 
American 
missionaries, 
had not been molested. The revolu­ 
tionary committee issued a proclama­ 
tion exhorting its followers not to 
harm the citizens of other countries. 
The fact that the wishes of the com 
mlflee have been respelled thus far. 
while reassuring to other nations, is 
in Itself a sinister sign for the gov­ 
ernment at Pekin, as it indicates that 
the retrellious movement Is now more 
thoroughly organized. 
Earlier outbreaks have assumed the 
character of 
rioting, in which 
the 
mobs were soon out of the control of 
intelligent 
leadership, thus making 
their defeat by the government troops 
comparatively easy. The fear of the 
officials now is that the disaffection 
among the troops will spread to the 
city, aud every effort Is being made to 
ward off this danger. 
Five gunboats are now in the Yang 
tee Kiang In readiness to protect Han 
Kow should the necessity arise. The 
foreign consuls have also telegraphed 
their governments asking that war­ 
ships l»e sent to the scene. American 
and Japanese cruisers are expected, 
while .evert! gunboats are hastening 
hither As another measure of precau 
Mon the merchant vessels in the river 
are keeping steam up, and women and 
children will be permitted to go on 
board 
them 
Volunteers 
have 
sur­ 
rounded the foreign quarter and will 
remain on duty day and night until 
the safety of ad foreigners Is se 
cured. 
Ae cording to officials, an uprising In 
\\ iiT’hang w as planned for last Mon­ 
day night; The plot was discovered 
that evening and thirty-two arrests 
were made restring to terrorize the 
revolutionaries, four of the prisoners 
were beheaded In the street before the 
viceroy s yamen The energetic action 
of the authorities dees not appear to 
have had the desired effect. 
Imme­ 
diately after the execution a portion 
of the government artillery forces In 
the city mutinied and the uprising was 
precipitated.
